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Withdrawn Objections/Rejections 

2. Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on December 18, 2009 are 
acknowledged and have been fully considered. 

3. Based on Applicants amendments and arguments, the withstanding rejections 
have been withdrawn and claims 1-4 and 6-14 [renumbered as 1-13] are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Wolf et al., (US 6,730,635). Wolf et al. teach a microcapsule suspension 
comprising (a) a particulate disperse phase of microcapsules comprising at least one 
active insecticide and/or herbicide, at least one aliphatic hydrocarbon, at least one oil 
soluble dispersant, and (B) a liquid phase comprising water and optional agrochemical 
actives in non-encapsulated form. Wolf et al. do not read on the instant claimed 
invention because Wolf et al. do not teach the instantly claimed adjuvants and Wolf et 
al. do not teach the inventive concept of a microcapsule comprising only an adjuvant 
and suspending the microcapsules in an aqueous solution of the agrochemical. The 
prior art is mainly drawn to suspending microcapsules comprising an agrochemical in an 
aqueous carrier, and thus, is opposite of what Applicant has claimed. Therefore, the 
claimed invention is deemed free of the art.
